Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is drawn to a driver circuit for driving a power element 
utilizing an input terminal, a first current generator, a second current generator, a switch, 
a voltage sense-and-compare circuit recited in claims 1 5-51 . None of the prior art 
disclosed or suggested to show the particular structure and/or the particular operation 
recited in these claims namely "the second charge current being based upon a voltage 
at the input terminal" in combination with "the input terminal", "the first current generator'' 
and "the switch" as recited in claims 15, 30, 38 and 45. 

U.S Patent No. 6,483,280 cited in PTOL 892 appears to be the best reference 
with respect to the claimed invention (e.g. input terminal, a first current generator, a 
second current generator, a switch). However, as noted above, the limitation "the 
second charge current being based upon a voltage at the input terminal" is not 
disclosed. Therefore, the claims are patentably distinct over all these prior art 
references of record.
